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UNITED STATES. 


CONSTITUTION. 
Compiled and Amendments incorporated by J. H. Drummond, Esq. 


We, the people of the United States,in order to forma more perfect 
union, establish justice, insure domestic tranquillity, provide for the com- 
mon defense, promote the general welfare, and secure the blessings of liber- 
ty to ourselves and our posterity, do ordain and establish this Constitution 
for the United States of America. 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. All legislative powers herein granted shall be vested ina 
congress of the United States, which shall consist of a senate and house of 
representatives. 

ECT. 2. The house of representatives shall be composed of members 
chosen every second year by the people of the several States, and the elect- 
ors in each State shall have the qualifications requisite for electors of the 
most numerous branch of the state legislature. 

No person shall be a representative who shall not have attained to the 
age of twenty-five years, and been seven years a citizen of the United States, 
and who shall not, when elected, be an inhabitant of that State in which 
heshall bechosen. Seealso Art. XIV, Sec. 3d,of Amendments, as to Qual- 
ification of Representatives. 

Representatives and direct taxes shall be apportioned among the several 
States which may be included within this Union, according to their re- 
spective numbers, which shall be determined by adding to the whole 
number of free persons, including those bound to service for a term of 

ears, and excluding Indians not taxed, three-fifths of all other persons. 

e actual enumeration shall be made within three years after the first 
meeting of the congress of the United States, and within every subsequent 
term of ten years, in such manner as they shall by law direct. The number 
of representatives shall not exceed one for every thirty thousand, but each 
State shall have at least one representative; and until such enumeration 
shall be made, the State of New Hampshire shall be entitled to choose three, 
Massachusetts eight, Rhode Island and Providence Plantations one, Con- 
necticut five, New York six, New J: ie four, Pennsylvania eight, Delaware 
one, Maryland six, Virginia ten, North Carolina five, South Carolina five, 
and Georgia three. Sce Art. XIV, Sec. 2d, of Amendments, in amendment 
of Apportionment. 

When vacancies happen in the representation from any State, the execu- 
tive authority thereof shall issue writs of election to fill such vacancies. 

The house of representatives shall choose their speaker and other officers ; 

-and shall have the sole power of impeachment. 

Sect. 8. The senate of the United States shall be composed of two sen- 
ators from each State, chosen by the legislature thereof, for six years; and 
each senator shall have one vote. ; 

Immediately after they shall be assembled in consequence of the first 
election, they shall be divided as equally as may be into three classes. The 
seats of the senators of the first class shall be vacated at the expiration of 
the second year; of the second class, at the expiration of the fourth year; | 
and of the third class, at the expiration of the sixth year; so that one-third 
may be chosen every second year; and if vacancies happen, by resignation 
or otherwise, during the recess of the legislature of any State, the executive 
thereof may make temporary appointments until the next meeting of the 
legislature, which shall then fill such vacancies. 
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No person shall be a senator who shall not have attained to the age of 
thirty years, and been nine years a citizen of the United States, and who 
shall not, when elected, be an inhabitant of that State for which he shall 
be chosen. See also Art. XIV, Sec. 3d of Amendments, as to Qualification 
of Senators. 

The vice-president of the United States shall be president of the senate, 
but shall have no vote, unless they be equally divided. 

The senate shall choose their other ofiicers, and also a president pro tem- 
pore in the absence of the vice-president, or when he shall exercise the 
Oli.ce of president of the United States. : 

The senate shall have the sole bees to try all impeachments. When 
sitting for that purpose, they shall be on oath or affirmation. When the 
president of the United States is tried, the chief justice shall preside; and 
no person shall be convicted without the concurrence of two-thirds of the 
members present. 

Judgment in cases of impeachment shall not extend further than to re- 
moval from ofiice, and disqualification to hold and enjoy any office of honor, 
trust, or profit under the United States; but the party convicted shall 
nevertheless be liable and subject to indictment, trial, judgment, and pun- 
ishment, according to law. 

Sxrct. 4. The times, places, and manner of holding elections for senators 
and representatives, shall be prescribed in each State by the legislature 
thereof; but the congress may at any time by law make or alter such regu- 
lations, except as to the places of choosing senators. 

The congress shall assemble at least once in every year, and such meeting 
shall be on the first Monday in December, unless they shall by law appoint 
a different day. 

Sect. 5. Each house shall be the judge of the elections, returns, and 
qualifications of its own members, and a majority of each shall constitute a 
quorum to do business, but a smaller number may adjourn from day to day, 
and may be authorized to compel the attendance of absent members, in 
such manner, and under such penalties as each house may provide. 

Each house may determine the rules of its proceeding, punish its mem- 
bers ees disorderly behavior, and, with the concurrence of two-thirds, expel 
@ member. 

Each house shall keep a journal of its proceedings, and from time to time 
publish the same, excepting such parts as may, in their judgment, require 
secrecy ; and the yeas and nays of the members of either house on any ques- 
tion geal, at the desire of one-fifth of those present, be entered on the 

ournal. 
: Neither house, during the session of congress, shall, without the consent 
of the other, adjourn for more than three days, nor to any other place than 
that in which the two houses shall be sitting. ; 

SrotT. 6. The senators and representatives shall receive a compensation 
for their services, to be ascertained by law, and paid out of the treasury of 
the United States. They shall, in all cases,except treason, felony, and 
breach of the peace, be privileged from arrest during their attendance at the 
session of their respective houses, and in going to and returning from the 
same; and for any speech or debate in either house, they shall not be ques- 
tioned in any other place. ; m . 

No senator or representative shall, during the time for which he was 
elected, be apnointed to any civil office under the authority of the United 
States Soiah: shall have been created, or the emoluments whereof shall 
have been ‘increased during such time; and no person holding any office 
under the United States shall be a member of either house during his con- 
tinuance in office. : 

Srecr. 7. All bills for raising revenue shall originate in the house of rep- 
resentatives; but the senate may propose or concur with amendments as 
on other bills. 
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Every bill which shall have passed the house of representatives and the 
S€nate, shall, before it become a law, be presented to the president of the 

nited States; if he approve he shall sign it, but if not he shall return it 
With his objections to that house in which it shall have originated, who 
shall enter the objections at large on their journal, and proceed to reconsider 
it. If after such reconsideration two-thirds of that house shall agree to pass 
the bill, it shall be sent, es, ean with the objections, to the other house, 
by which it shall likewise be reconsidered; and if approved by two-thirds 
of that house, it shall becomea law. But, in all such cases, the Votes of 
both houses shall be determined by yeas and nays; and the names of the 
persons voting for and against the bill shall be entered on the journal of 
each house respectively. If any bill shall not be returned by the president 
within ten days (Sundays excepted) after it shall have been presented to 
him, the same shall be a law, in like manner as if he had signed it, unless 
the congress, by their adjournment, prevent its return,in which case it 
shall not be a law. 7 

Every order, resolution, or vote to which the concurrence of the senate 
and house of representatives may be necessary (except on a question of 
adjournment), shall be presented to the president of the United States, and, 
before the same shall take effect, shall be approved by him, or, being dis- 
approved by him, shall be re-passed by two-thirds of the senate and house 
of representatives, according to the rules and limitations prescribed in the 
case of a bill. . 

Srot. 8. The congress shall have power,—To lay and collect taxes, du- 
ties, imposts, and excises, to pay the debts, and provide for the common 
defense and general welfare of the United States; but all duties, imposts, 
and excises shall be uniform throughout the United States;—To borrow 
money on the credit of the United Statzes;—To regulate commerce with 
foreign nations, and among the several States, and with the Indian tribes; 
—To establish a uniform rule of naturalization, and uniform laws on the 
subject of bankruptcies, throughout the United States;—To coin money, 
regulate the value thereof and of foreign coin, and fix the standard of 
weights and measures ;—To provide for the punishment of counterfeiting 
the securities and current coin of the United States;—To establish post- 
offices and post-roads ;—To promote the progress of science and useful arts, 
by securing for limited times to authors and inventors the exclusive right 
to their respective writings and discoveries ;—To constitute tribunals infe- 
rior to the supreme court ;—To define and punish piracies and felonies com- 
mitted on the high seas, and offenses against the law of nations;—To de- 
clare war, grant letters of marque and reprisal, and make rules concerning 
captures on land and water ;—To raise and support armies; but no appro- 
priation of money for that use shall be for a longer term than two years; 
—To provide and maintain a navy ;—To make rules for the government and 
regulation of the land and naval forces ;—To provide for calling forth the 
militia to execute the laws of the Union, suppress insurrections and repel 
invasions ;—To provide for organizing, arming, and disciplining the mili- 
tia, and for governing such part of them as may be employed in the service 
of the United States, reserving to the States respectively the appointment 
of the officers, and the authority of training the militia according to the 
discipline prescribed by congress ;—To exercise exclusive legislation in all 
cases whatsoever over such district (not exceeding ten miles square) as may, 
by cession of particular States, and the acceptance of congress, become the 
seat of the government of the United States; and to exercise like authori- 
ty over all places purchased by the consent of the legislature of the State 
in which the same shall be, fo1 the erection of forts, magazines, arsenals, 
dock-yards, and other needful buildings;—And to make all laws which 
shall be necessary and proper for carrying into execution the foregoing pow- 
ers, and all other powers vested by this Constitution in the government of 
the United States, or in any department or officer thereof. 
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Sect. 9. The migration or importation of such persons as any of the 
States now existing shall think proper to admit shall not be prohibited by 
the congress prior to the year one thousand eight hundred andeight; but a 
tax or duty may be imposed on such importation, not exceeding ten dol- 
lars for each person. 

The privilege of the writ of habeas corpus shall not be suspended, unless 
when in cases of rebellion or invasion the public safety may require it. 

No bill of attainder, or ex post facto law, shall be passed. 

No capitation or other direct tax shall be laid, unless in proportion to 
the census or enumeration hereinbefore directed to be taken. 

No tax or duty shall be laid on articles exported from any State. 

No preference shall be given by any regulation of commerce or revenue 
to the ports of one State over those of another; nor shall vessels bound to, 
or from, one State, be obliged to enter, clear, or pay duties in another. 

No money shall be drawn from the treasury, but in consequence of ap- 
propriations made by law; and a regular statement and account of the re- 
ceipts and expenditures of all public money shall be published from time to 


time. 

No title of nobility shall be granted by the United States; and no person 

holding any office of profit or trust under them shall, without the consent 
of congress, accept of any present, emolument, oflice, or title, of any kind 
whatever, from any king, prince, or foreign State. 
- SxcT. 10. No State shall enter into any treaty, alliance, or confedera- 
tien; grant letters of marque and reprisal; coin money; emit bills of cred- 
it; make anything but gold and silver coin a tender in payment of debts; 
pass any bill of attainder, ex post facto law, or law impairing the obliga- 
tion of contracts; or grant any title of nobility. 

No State shall, without the consent of the congress, lay any imposts or 
duties on imports or exports, except what may be absolutely necessary for 
executing its inspection laws; and the net produce of all duties and im- 
posts, laid by any State on imports or exports, shall be for the use of the 
treasury of the United States, and all such laws shall be subject to the re- 
vision and control of the congress. 

No State shall, without the consent of congress, lay any duty of tonnage, 
keep troops or ships-of-war in time of peace, enter into any agreement or 
compact with another State or with a foreign power, or engage in war, un- 


~ less actually invaded, or in such imminent danger that will not‘admit of 


delay. 


ARTICLE II. 


SEcTIon 1. The executive power should be vested in a president of the 
United States of America. He shall hold his office during the term of four 
years, and, together with the vice-president, chosen for the same term, be 
elected as follows: 

Each State shall appoint, in such manner.as the legislature thereof may 
direct, a number of electors, equal to the whole number of senators and 
representatives to which the State may be entitled in the congress; but no 
senator or representative, or person holding an office of trust or profit un- 
der the United States, shall be appointed an elector. See also Art. XIV, 
Sec. 3d, of Amendments, as to qualification of Electors. 

“The next paragraph in the original Const. has been repealed, and the fol- 
lowing (Art oXIL of Amend’s), substituted: The electors shall meet in their 
respective States, and vote by ballot for president and vice-president, one 
of whom, at least, shall not be an inhabitant of the same State with them- 
selves: they shall name in their ballots the person voted forsas president, 
and in distinct ballots the person voted for as vice-presldent; and they shall 
make distinct lists of all persons voted for as president, and of all persons 
voted for as vice-president, and of the number of votes foreach; which list 
they shall sign and certify and transmit sealed to the seat of the govern- 
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ment of the United States, directed to the president of the senate. The 
president of the senate shall, in the presence of the senate and house of re 
resentatives, open all the certificates, and the votes shall then be counted; 
the ;person having the greatest number of votes for president shall be the 
president, if such number be a majority of the whole number of electors 
appointed; and if no person have such majority, then from the persons 
having the highest numbers, not exceeding three, on the list of those voted 
for as president, the house of representatives shall choose immediately, by 
ballot, the president. But, in choosing the president, the vote shall be tak- 
en by States, the representation from each State having one vote; aquorum 
for this purpose shall consist of a member or members from two-thirds of 
the States, and a majority of all the States shall be necessary to a choice. 
And if the house of representatives shall not choose a president, whenever 
the right of choice shall devolve upon them, before the fourth day of March 
‘next following, then the vice-president shall act as president, as in the case 
of the death, or other constitutional disability of the president. The per- 
son having the greatest number of votes as vice-president shall be the vice- 
president, if such number be a majority of the whole number of electors ap- 
panies, and if no person have a majority, then, from the two highest num- 

ers on the list, the senate shall choose the vice-president; a quorum for the ~ 
purpose shall consist of two-thirds of the whole number of senators; anda 
majority of the whole number shall be necessary to a choice. But no per- 
son constitutionally ineligible to the office of president shall be eligible to 
that of vice-president of the United States. \ 

The congress may determine the time of choosing the electors, and the 
day on which they shall give their votes; which day shall be the same 
throughout the United States. 

No person, except a natural-born citizen, or a citizen of the United States 
at the time of the adoption of this constitution, shall be eligible to the 
office of president; neither shall any person be eligible to that office who 
shall not have attained to the age of thirty-five years, and been fourteen 
years a resident within the United States. 

In case of the removal of the president from office, or of his death, resig- 
nation, or inability to discharge the powers and duties of’the said office, 
the same shall devolve on the vice-president; and the congress may b 
law provide for the case of removal, death, resignation, or inability, both 
of the president and vice-president, declaring what officer shall then act as. 
president, and such officer shall act accordingly until the disability be re- 
moved, or a president be elected. 

The president shall, at stated times, receive for his services a compensa- 

_tion, which shall neither be increased nor diminished during the period for 
which he shall have been elected; and he shall not receive within that peri- 
od any other emolument from the United States, or any of them. 

Before he enter on the execution of his office, he shall take the following 
oath or affirmation: 

‘I do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will faithfully execute the office 
of president of the United States; and will, to the best of my ability, pre- 
serve, protect, and defend the Constitution of the United States.’ 

Sot. 2. The president shall be commander-in-chief of the army and 
navy of the United States, and of the militia of the several States, when 
called into the actual service of the United States; he may require the 
opinion in writing, of the principal officer in each of the executive depart- 
ments, upon any subject relating to the duties of their respective offices; 
and he shall have power to grant reprieves and pardons for offenses against 
the United States, except in cases of impeachment. 

He shall have power, by and with the consent and advice of the senate, to 
make treaties, provided two-thirds of the senators present concur; and he 
shall nominate, and by and with the advice and consent of the senate shall 
appoint, ambassadors, other public ministers and consuls, judges of the su-

preme court, and all other officers of the United States whose appointments 
are not herein otherwise provided for, and which shall be established by 
law; but the congress may by law vest the appointment of such inferior 
officers as they think proper in the president alone, in the courts of law, or 
in the heads of departments. 

The president shall have power to fill up all vacancies that may happen 
during the recess of the senate by granting commissions, which shall ex- 
pire at the end of their next session. 

SrctT. 8. He shall, from to time, give to the congress information of the 
state of the Union, and recommend to their consideration such measures as 
he shall judge necessary and expedient; he may, on extraordinary occa- 
sions, convene both houses, or either of them, and, in case of disagreement 
between them with respect to the time of adjournment, he may adjourn 
them to such time as he shall think proper; he shall receive ambassadors 
and other public ministers; he shall take care that the laws be faithfully 
executed, and shall commission all the officers of the United States. 

Sxrcr. 4. The president, vice-president, and all civil officers of the United 
States, shall be removed from office on impeachment for, and conviction of, 
treason, bribery, or other high crimes and misdemeanors. 


ARTICLE III. 


Sxction 1. The judicial power of the United States shall be vested in 
one supreme court, and such inferior courts as the congress may, from time 
to time, ordain and establish. The judges, both of the supreme. and infe- 
rior courts, shall hold their offices during good behavior; and shall, at 
stated times, receive for their services a compensation, which shall not be 
diminished during their continuance in Office. 

Sect. 2. The judicial power shall extend to all cases in law and equity 
arising under this Constitution, the laws of the United States, and treaties 
made or which shall be made under their authority; to all cases affecting 
ambassadors, other public ministers, and consuls; to all cases of admiralty 
and maritime jurisdiction; to controversies to which the United States 
shall bea party; to controversies between two or more States, between a 
State and citizens of another State, between citizens of different states, be- 
tween citizens of thesame State claiming lands under grants of different 
States, and between a State, or the citizens thereof, and foreign states, cit- 
izens, or subjects. (See Art. XI, of Amendments.) 

In all cases affecting ambassadors, other public ministers, and consuls, and 
those in which a State shall be a party, the supreme court shall have orig- 
inal jurisdiction. In all the other cases before mentioned, the supreme 
court shall have appellate jurisdiction, both as to law and fact, with such 
exceptions and under such regulations as the congress shall make. 

The trial of all crimes, except in cases of impeachment, shall be by jury; 
and such trials shall be held in the State where the said crimes shall have 
been committed; but, when not committed within any State, the trial shall 
be at such place or places as the congress may by law have directed. 

SrEot. 3. Treason against the United States shall consist only in levying 
war against them, or in adhering to their enemies, giving them aid and com- 
fort. No person shall be convicted of treason, unless on the testimony of 
two witnesses to the same overt act, or on confession in open court. 

The congress shall have power to declare the punishment of treason; but 
no attainder of treason shall work corruption of blood, or forfeiture, ex- 
cept during the life of the person attainted. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Section 1. Full faith and eredit shall be given in each State to the pub- 
lic acts, records, and judicial proceedings, of every other State, And the 
congress may, by general laws, prescribe the manner in which such acts 
records, and proceedings shall be proved, and the effect thereof. 
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_ Srcr. 2. The citizens of each State shall be entitled to all privileges and 
immunities of citizens in the several States. 

A person charged in any State with treason, felony, or other crime, who 
siall flee from justice and be foundin another State, shall, on demand of the 
executive authority of the State from which he fled, be delivered up, to be 
removed to the State having jurisdiction of the crime. 

No person held to service or labor in one State under the laws thereof, 
escaping into another, shall, in consequence of any law or is hoe ver there- 
in, be discharged from such service or labor, but shall be delivered up on 
claim of the party to whom such service or labor may be due. . 

SxectT. 8. New States may be admitted by the congress into this Union; 
but no new State shall be formed or erected within the jurisdiction of any 
other State, nor any State be formed by the junction of two or more States, 
or parts of States, without the consent of the legislatures of the States 
concerned, as well as of the congress. 

The congress shall have power to dispose of and make all needful rules 
and regulations respecting the territory, or other property, belonging to 
the United States; and nothing in this Constitution shall be so construed 
as to prejudice any claims of the United States or of any particular State. 

Sect. 4. The United States shall guarantee to every State in this Union 
a republican form of government, and shall protect each of them against 
invasion, and, on application of the legislature or of the executive (when 
the legislature cannot be convened), against domestic violence. 


. ARTICLE V. 


The congress, whenever two-thirds of both houses shall deem it necessary, 
shall propose amendments to this Constitution, or, on the application of 
the legislatures of two-thirds of the several States, shall call a convention 
for proposing amendments, which, in either case, shall be valid to all in- 
tents and purposes as part of this constitution, when ratified by the legisla- 
latures of three-fourths of the several States, or by convention in three- 
fourths thereof, as the one or the other mode of ratification may be pro- 
posed by the congress: provided that no amendment which may be made 
prior to the year one thousand eight hundred and eight shall in any man- 
ner affect the first and fourth clauses in the ninth section of the first article; 
and that no State, without its consent, shall be deprived of its equal suffrage 
in the senate. 


ARTICLE VI. 


All debts contracted, and engagements entered into, before the adoption 
of this Constitution, shall be as valid against the United States, under this 
Constitution, as under the Confederation. 

This Constitution, and the laws of the United States which shall be made 
in pursuance thereof, and all treaties made, or which shall be made, under 
the authority of the United States, shall be the supreme law of the land; 
and the judges in every State shall be bound thereby, anything in the Con- 
stitution or laws of any State to the contrary notwithstanding. 

The senators and representatives before mentioned, and the members of 
the several State legislatures, and all executive and judicial officers both of 
the United States and of the several States, shall be bound by oath or af- 
firmation to support this Constitution; but no religious test shall ever be 
required asa qualification to any office of public trust under the United 
States. 


ARTICLE VII. 


The ratification of the conventions of nine States shall be sufficient for 
the establishment of this Constitution between the States so ratifying the 
same. 
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AMENDMENTS 
TO THE CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES. 


ARTICLE 1. Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment of 
religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof, or abridging the freedom 
of speech or of the press; or the right of the people peaceably to assemble, 
and to petition the government for a redress of grievances. 

ART. 2. A well-regulated militia being necessary to the security of a 
mi eae the right of the people to keep and bear arms shall not be in- 

inged. . 

ees 8. Nosoldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered in any house 
without the consent of the owner; norin time of war, but in a manner to be 


' prescribed by law. 


ArT. 4. The right of the people to be secure in their persons, houses, 
papers, and effects, against unreasonable searches and seizures, shall not be 
violated; and no warrant shall issue but upon probable cause, supported by 
oath or affirmation, and particularly describing the place to be searched, 
and the bea or things to be seized. 

ArT. 5. No person shall be held to answer for a capital or otherwise in- 
famous crime, unless on a presentment or indictment of a grand jury, ex- 
cept in cases arising in the land or naval forces, or in the militia, when in 
actual service, in time of waror public danger; nor shall any person be 
subject for the same offense, to be twice put in jeopardy of life or limb; nor 
shall be compelled, in any criminal case, to be a witness against himself, 
nor be deprived of life, liberty, or property, without due process of law; 
nor shall private property be taken for public use without just compensa- 
tion. 

ArT. 6. In all criminal prosecutions, the accused sha!l enjoy the right 
to a speedy and public trial, by an impartial jury of the State and district 
wherein the crime shall have been committed, which district shall have 
been previously ascertained by law; and to be informed of the nature and 
cause of the accusation; to be confronted with the witnesses against him; 
to have compulsory process for obtaining witnesses in his favor; and to 
have the assistance of counsel for his defense. 

ART. 7. Insuits at common law, where the value in controversy shall 
exceed twenty dollars, the right of trial by jury shall be preserved; and no 
fact, tried by jury shall be otherwise re-examined in any court of the United 
States than according to the rules of the common law. 

ART. 8. Excessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive fines im- 


_ posed, nor cruel and unusual punishments inflicted. 


ART. 9. The enumeration in the Constitution of certain rights shall not 
be construed to deny or disparage others retained by the people. 

ART. 10. The powers not delegated to the United States by the Consti- 
tion, nor prohibited by it to the States, are reserved to the State respect- 
ively, or to the people. 

ART. 11. The judicial power of the United States shall not be construed 
to extend to any suit in law or equity commenced or prosecuted against 
one of the United States by citizens of another State, or by citizens or sub- 
jects of any foreign State. 

ART. 12. (Relating to ballotting of presidential electors, amendatory of 
Art. II, Sec. 1, of Constitution, which see). 

ArT. 18. Sect. 1. Neither slavery, nor involuntary servitude, except as 
a punishment for crime, whereof the party shall have been duly convicted, 
pay exist within the United States, or any place subject to their jurisdic-

Sect. 2. Congress shall have power to enforce this article by appropriate 
legislation. . 

ART. 14. Sect. 1. All persons born or naturalized in the United States, 
and subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are citizens of the United States, and

of the State wherein they reside. No State shall make or enforce any law 
which shall abridge the privileges or immunities of citizens of the United 
States; nor shall any State deprive any person of life, liberty, or property, 
without due process of law, nor deny to any person within its jurisdiction 
the equal protection of the laws. 

Sect. 2. (Amendatory toa fy dase of Section 2, of Article I, af Consti- 
tution.) Representatives shall be apportioned among the several States 
according to their respective numbers, counting the whole number of per- 
sons in each State, excluding Indians not taxed. But when the right to 
vote at any election for the choice of electors for president and vice-presi- 
dent of the United States, representatives in congress, the executive and ju- 
dicial officers of a State, or the members of the legislature thereof, is denied 
to any of the male inhabitants of such State, being twenty-one years of age 
and citizens of the United States, or in any way abridged except for partic- 
ipation in rebellion or other crime, the basis of representation therein shall 
be reduced in the proportion which the number of such male citizens shall 
vies to the whole number of male citizens twenty-one years of age in such 

ate. 

Sect. 3. (Amendatory to Sections 2 and 3 of Article I, and Section 1 of 
Article II.) No person shall be a senator or representative in congress, or 
an elector of president or vice-president, or hold ete office, civil or military, 
under the United States, or under any State, who, having previously taken 
an oath as a member of congress, or as an Officer of the United States, or 
as a member of any State Legislature, or as an executive or judicial officer 
of any State, to support the Constitution of the United States, shall have 
engaged in insurrection or rebellion against the same, or given aid or com- 
fort to the enemies thereof. But congress may, by a vote of two-thirds of 
each house, remove such disability. 

Sect. 4. The validity of the public debt of the United States authorized 
by law, including debts incurred for payment of pensions and bounties for 
services in suppressing insurrection and rebellion, shall not be questioned. 
But neither the United States nor any State shall assume or pay any debt 
or obligation incurred in aid of insurrection or rebellion against the United 
States, or any claim for the loss or emancipation of any slave; but all such 
debts, obligations, and claims shall be held illegal and void: 

Sect. 5. The congress shall have power to enforce, by appropriate legisla- 
tion, the provisions of this article. 

ArT. 15. Sect. 1. The right of citizens of the United States to vote shall 
not be denied or abridged by the United States, or by any State, on account 
- of race, color, or previous condition of servitude. 

Sect. 2. The congress shall have power to enforce this article by appro- 
priate legislation. 





‘Historical Facts connected with the formation of the orig- 
inal Union, and the admission of new States. 


On Monday, September 5, 1774, a number of men were assembled at Car- 
enter’s Hall, Philadelphia, who had been chosen by the several Colonies, 
in what now constitutes the United States, to hold a Congress for the pur- 
pose of discussing certain grievances imputed to the mother aaa his 
Congress resolved that each colony should have one vote only. On Tues- 
day, July 2, 1776, the Congress resolved, ‘‘That these United Colonies are, 
and of right ought to be, Free and Independent States,’’ etc.; and on Thurs- 
day, July 4, the whole Declaration of Independence having been agreed 
upon, was publicly read to the people. On September 9 it was resolved that 
the words “‘ United Colonies’’ should no longer be used, and that ‘‘ United 
States’”’ should thenceforward be the style and title of the Union. On Sat- 
urday, November 15, 1777, ‘‘ Articles of Confederation and Perpetual Union 
of the United States of America‘ were agreed to by the State Delegates, 
subject to the ratification of the several State Legislatures. Eight of the 
-States ratified these articles J uly 9, 1778; one July 21; one J uly 24; one No- 
vember 26; one February 22, 1779; and the last one March 1, 1781.

The seat of government was established, first at Philadelphia, Penn., 
commencing September 5, 1774; and May 10, 1775; at Baltimore, Md., Dec. 
20, 1776; at Philadelphia, Penn., March 4, 1777; at Lancaster, Penn., Sep- 
tember 27, 1777; at York, Penn., September 30, 1777; at Philadelphia, Penn., 
July 2, 1778; at Princeton, N. J., June 30, 1#83; at Annapolis, Md., Novem- 
ber 26, 1783; at Trenton, N. J., November 1, 1784; and at New-York City, 
January 11, 1785. 

On the 4th of March, 1789, the present Constitution, which had been 
adopted by a convention and ratified by the requisite number of States, 
went into operation. Theseveral State Legislatures ratified this instrument 
at the following dates: 

Delaware, December 7, 1787; Pennsylvania, December 12, 1787; New-Jer- 
sey, December 13, 1787; Georgia, January 2, 1788; Connecticut, January 9,

_ Island, May 29, 1790. 


The privilege of becoming members of the Union by ratifying the Consti- 
tution was confined to those States that were parties to the confederation 
by which the Constitution had been framed. The Constitution was adopted 
by the Convention, September 17, 1787. It required that nine States should 
ratify it before its provisions could go into effect. Congress, on the 13th of 
September, 1788, determined that as a sufficient number of States had rati- 
fied it—eleven reg done so—it should become operative on the first Wed- 
nesday (the 4th) of March, 1789. North-Carolinaand Rhode-Island had not 
yet sanctioned it; but as soon as they acceded to its provisions, they were 
admitted to its privileges. . 

Twenty-five States have been admitted into the Union since the confed- 
epee of the original thirteen colonies, their admission taking effect as 

ollows:

POSTAGE RATES. 
Corrected to Aprii 1, 1889. 


All mailable matter is divided into four classes: First, written matter; 
Second, periodical publications; Third, miscellaneous printed matter; 
Fourth, merchandise. 


FIRST-CLASS MATTER. 


Mailable matter of the first class embraces letters, postal eards, and ali 
matters wholly or partly in writing, except as hereinafter provided. 

Every Letter, or written communication, any distance within the United 
States, 2 cents for each ounce or fraction thereof. 

Drop Letters, 1 cent for every ounee or less. At offices where free delivery 
by carrier is established, 2 cents for each ounce. 

Book Manuscript, manuscript for magazines, periodicals, newspapers, 
and music manuscript are now subject to full letter rates of postage, exeept 
they be accompanied by proof-sheets, or corrected proof-sheets, when the 
rate will be one cent for each two ounces or fractional part thereof. : 

Matter produced by the type-writer is subject to postage at letter rates. 
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Letters deposited at a post office for mailing with less than one full letter 
rate of postage — 2 cents, prepaid — will not be forwarded in the mails, but 
will be held for postage. 

Matter produced by the electric pen and papyrograph processes, which is 
not in the nature of correspondence, may be received and transmitted in 
the mails at third-class rates, when properly presented for mailing. 

Matter which is in writing, or other matter containing a written imscrip- 
tion in the nature of personal correspondence, or representing monetary 
value, and matter which is sealed against inspection, is first-class matter. 


FORWARDING OF MAIL-MATTER, 


Postmasters will forward at the request of the party addressed, and 
without additional charge for postage, letters which have one full rate 
(two cents) paid thereon, parcels prepaid at first-class rates, postal cards, 
official matter, and newspapers of the second class which are to be for- 
warded to subscribers from one post office to another in the same county 
in which the paper forwarded is published, and in whole or in part printed; 
but all other mail matter when forwarded will be charged with additional 
postage at the rate that would be charged thereon if originally mailed at 
the office so forwarding the same. 4 

A registered letter may be forwarded in accordance with the written 
request of the person named in the address, the same as any letters prepaid 
with one rate of postage, without additional charge for postage. 


SECOND-CLASS MATTER. 


Muailable matter of the second class embraces newspapers and other peri- 
odical publications. " 


THIRD CLASS MATTER. 


Mail matter of the third class embraces books, seed, cuttings, bulbs, 
plants, circulars, proof-sheets, corrected proof-sheets, with manuscript 
copy accompanying the same, photographs, and all matter of the same gen- 
eral character; and the rate is one cent for each two ounces or fractional 
part thereof. , 

The rate of postage on transient newspapers, periodicals, and magazines 
is one cent for each four ounces or fractional part thereof. 

The term circular is defined to be a printed letter, which, according to 
internal evidence, is being sent in identical terms to several persons. A 
circular shall not lose its character as such, when the date and the name of 
the addressed and of the sender shall be therein written, nor by the cor- 
rection of mere typographical errors in writing. 

Upon matter of the third class, or upon the wrapper inclosing the same, 

_mnay be written the name and address of the sender, preceded by the word 
‘‘ from;”’ simple marks may be made to call attention to any special word 
or sentence. 

There may be written on the cover or blank leaves of any book or printed 
matter of this class, a simple manuscript dedication or inscription, that 
does not partake of the nature of personal correspondence. All packages 
of matter of the third class must be so wrapped, with open sides or ends, 
that their contents may be readily examined by postmasters. 


FOURTH CLASS MATTER. 


Mailable matter of the fourth class embraces all matter not included in 
the first, second, or third classes, which is not in its form or nature liable 
to injure the contents of the mail bag, or harm the person. Postage rates 
thereon one cent for each ounce or fractional] part thereof. 

- Upon any package of matter of the fourth class, the sender may write or 
print his name and address, preceded by the word “ from,’ and there may 
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also be written or printed the number of articles enclosed; and the sender 
thereof may write, or print upon, or attach to any such article, by tag or 


‘label, a mark, number, name or letter for purpose of identification. The 


limit of weight of package is four pounds, and must be so wrapped that its 
contents can be easily examined by postmasters. 

But if by inadvertence any article of the third or fourth class should 
reach the office of delivery without being fully prepaid, double the usual 
rates will be charged on the unpaid portion, to be collected on deliverys 

Canned goods in hermeticaily sealed tin cans, which do not contain any 
liquid, are mailable as fourth class matter. : 


CAUTION. 


All parcels of merchandise and all printed documents sealed or pasted so 
as to prevent examination at the post-oflice, will be charged letter postage. 

Letters addressed to initials or fictitious names, are not deliverable unless 
the address contains a designated place of delivery. : 

All domestic letters must be prepaid a full rate (2 cents), otherwise they 
are sent to the dead letter office. 


THE UNIVERSAL POSTAL UNION. 


The rates of postage for correspondence exchanged between the United 
States and countries included in the Universal Postal Union, are as follows: 

For prepaid letters, 5 cents per fifteen grammes (half an ounce). 

For unpaid letters received, 10 cents per fifteen grammes (half an ounce). 

For postal cards, 2 cents each. 

For newspapers, 1 cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

For printed matter of all kinds, commercial papers, and samples of mer- 
chandise, 1 cent for each article or packet bearing a particular address, 
and for every weight of two ounces or fraction thereof; with a minimum 
charge of 5 cents per packet of commercial papers, and a minimum charge 
of 2 cents per packet of samples of merchandise; that is to say, for com- 
mercial papers not exceeding ten ounces in weight, the postage is 5 cents, 
and if above ten ounces in weight, 1 cent for each two ounces or fraction 
thereof; for samples not exceeding four ounces in weight, 2 cents; if above | 
four ounces in weight, 1 cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

For the registration fee on all correspondence, 10 cents. 

For insufficiently paid letters or other articles received, a charge equal 
to double the amount of the deficiency. . 

Prepayment of postage can be effected only by means of postage stamps 
or stamped envelopes valid in the country of origin. 

The prepayment of the Union postage on ordinary letters is optional, but 
the postage on all other articles, except postal cards, which are necessarily 
prepaid, and registered articles, must be at least partially prepaid. 


POSTAGE TO MEXICO AND THE DOMINION OF CANADA. 


Matter mailed in the United States, addressed to Mexico or Canada, is 
subject to the same postage rates and conditions as it would be if it were 
addressed for delivery in the United States; except that the following arti- 
cles are absolutely excluded from the mails, without regard to the amount 
of postage prepaid, or the manner in which they are wrapped, viz.: 

All sealed packages other than letters in their usual and ordinary form; 
all packages, including packages of second-class matter, which weigh more 
than 4 lbs. 6 oz.; liquids, pastes, confections, and fatty substances; publi- 
cations which violate any copyright law of Mexico or Canada. 

Newspapers can be sent from the office of publication in the United 
States to regular subscribers in Mexico or Canada at same rates as those 
sent to regular subscribers in the United States.

SPECIAL DELIVERY SYSTEM. 


Letters and all other articles of mailable matter (inciuding registered 
matter), mailed at any post-office, to a local address, or to any other post- 
office in the country, bearing special delivery stamps and the necessary 
postage, are entitled to immediate delivery. The fee is ten cents in addi- 
tion to regular postage, which must be prepaid with a special delivery 
stamp. 

REGISTRY DEPARTMENT. 


Letters may be registered by paying postage in full, and a registration fee 
ef ten cents in stamps, to any post-ofiice in the United States, Dominion of 
Canada, or countries of the Postal Union. Third and fourth class mail 
matter can be registered to any post-office within the United States, Canada 
or Mexico by paying postage at third and fourth class rates and a registra- 
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_ tion fee of ten cents in stamps. No third or fourth class matter can be 
registered, if the package is sealed or if it contains writing.

PREAMBLE.

The house of representatives shall consist of one 
hundred and fifty-one members, to be elected by the qualified 
electors, and hold their office two years from the day next pre- 
ceding the biennial meeting of the legislature, and the amend- 
ment herein proposed, if adopted, shall determine the term of 
office of senators and representatives to be elected at the annual 
meeting in September, in the year eighteen hundred and eighty, 
as well as the term of senators and representatives thereafter to 
be elected. The legislature, which shall first be convened under 
this constitution, shall on or before the fifteenth day of August, 
in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and twenty- 
one, and the legislature, within every subsequent period of at 
most ten years, and at least five, cause the number of the in- 
habitants of the state to be ascertained, exclusive of foreigners 
not naturalized and Indians not taxed.

FOREVER PROHIBITING THE MANUFACTURE OF INTOXICATING LIQUORS,

The manufacture of intoxicating liquors, not including cider, 
and the sale and keeping for sale of intoxicating liquors, are and 
shall be forever prohibited. Except, however, that the sale and 
keeping for sale of such liquors for medicinal and mechanical 
purposes and the arts, and the sale and keeping for sale of cider 
may be permitted under such regulations as the legislature may 
provide. The legislature shall enact laws with suitable penalties 
for the suppression of the manufacture, sale and keeping for sale 
of intoxicating liquors, with the exceptions herein specified. 

Resolved, That the aldermen of cities, selectmen of towns, 
and assessors of plantations, in the State are hereby empowered 
and directed to notify the inhabitants of their respective cities, 
towns and plantations, in the manner prescribed by law, at the 
September election next ensuing after the passage and approval 
of these resolves, to give in their votes on the question whether 
the amendment to the constitution proposed in the foregoing 
resolve shall be made; and the question so submitted shall be: 
‘‘Shall the constitution be amended so as to prohibit forever 
the manufacture, sale and keeping for sale of intoxicating 
liquors as provided by the said amendment ?”’ And the inhabi- 
tants of said cities, towns and plantations, shall vote by ballot 
on said question, — those in favor of the amendment expressing 
it by the word ‘yes’ upon their ballots, and those opposed to 
the amendment by the word ‘no’ upon. their ballots; and the 
ballots shall be received, sorted, counted, declared and recorded 
in open ward, town and plantation meeting, and lists of the 
votes so received shall be made and returned to the Secretary.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The Board of Education was established by act of the Legislature of July 
27, 1846, consisting of one member from each county. The first Secretary 
of the Board was William G. Crosby, of Belfast, who retained the position 
until 1851. Elisha M. Thurston of Charleston was Secretary until 1853, 
when the Board of Education was abolished. In 1854 the office of State 
Superintendent of Public Schools was established.

Although, in the election of 1879, 
separate candidates for governor 
were nominated and supported b 
the Democratic and Greenbac 
parties, yet these parties practically 
united in nominating and support- 
ing ‘‘fusion’”’ candidates for nearly 
all the subordinate offices in the 
state,and in the various counties and 
towns. By the certification of the 
Governor and Council, the House of 
Representatives was understood to 
stand, Republican, 61, Fusion, 78, 
with 12 vacancies, and the Senate, 
Republican, 11, Fusion, 20. By the 
appearance in both branches of the 
legislature, of persons holding cer- © 
tificates of election from the Gov- 
ernor and Council who, according 
to the subsequent opinions of the 
Supreme Court, dated severally 
January 3, 1880, January 16, 1880, 
and January 27, 1880, were not duly 
elected, by the non-certification by 
the Governor and Council of per- 
sons who appeared by the returns 
to be duly elected, according to the 
above decisions, and by the re- 
monstrance of the Republican mem- 
bers in both branches of the Legis- 
lature, no legal organization was 
effected until January 12, seven 
days after the constitutional day of 
meeting. There being no election 
of governor by the people, Daniel 
F. Davis of Corinth, Rep., was

The National Prohibition party 
was organized at Chicago, Sept. 1, 
1869. The movement received no 
support in Maine until 1880, when 
two sets of temperance men under- 
took to organize a Prohibition party 
here.

GOVERNOR. In the campaign of 
1880, four gubernatorial candidates 
were nominated, viz.: Harris M 
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Plaisted of Bangor, Greenback, by 
separate conventions of the Green- 
back and Democratic parties, held 
at Bangor, June 1; Daniel F. Davis 
of Corinth, by the Republicans, at 
Augusta, June 23; Joshua K. Osgood 
of Candiier: by Prohibitionists, at 
Portland, Aug. 19; William P. Joy 
of Ellsworth, by Prohibitionists, at 
Ellsworth, June1. Upon the decli- 
nation of Mr. Osgood, Joshua Nye 
of Augusta was made the candidate. 
CouNnTY OFFICERS. In all the 
counties except Knox, in which 
there were distinct Democratic 
nominations, and in Androscoggin, 
Cumberland, Hancock, and Sagada- 
hoc, where nominations were made 
by Prohibitionists, Fusion candi- 
dates were nominated in opposition 
to the Republicans, but unsuccess- 
fully. The entire Republican ticket 
was elected in pee ie Frank- 
lin, Hancock, Oxford, Sagadahoc, 
Piscataquis, Washington and York, 
also in Cumberland, with the ex- 
ception of a Fusion sheriff; in 
Kennebec, with the exception of 
a Fusion judge of probate. The 
entire Fusion ticket was elected 
in Aroostook, Lincoln, Penobscot, 
and Waldo.

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RULES OF COUNCIL. 


1. At the time appointed for the meeting of the 
board, it shall be the duty of the members to be in 
their places. 

2. When the board shall have been called to order 
by the governor, the journal of the preceding day 
shall be read by the secretary of state. 

38. The following standing committees shall be 
‘appointed, viz.:—On warrants; on accounts; on tax- 
ation and expenditures; on election returns; on state 
beneficiaries and pensions; on state prison and par- 
dons; on reform school; on insane hospital; on pub- 
lic lands and ematies . on public instruction; on 
military affairs; on indian affairs; on library; on pay 
roll. 

4. All committees ‘shall be. appointed by the gov- 
ernor, and shall consist of three members, unless 
otherwise ordered. 

5. In case the governor shall be absent at the time 
appevinted for the meeting of the board, the members 
shall be called to order by the senior councillor present, 
who shall act as chairman. 

6. In debate upon any question, or in the presen- 
tation of any business, the members shall address the 
governor, standing in their places. 

7. A majority of the board shall constitute a quor- 
um for the transaction of business. 

8. <All communications to the two branches of the 
legislature shall be transmitted by the secretary of 
state. 
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9. Every member who shall present a petition, shall 
place his name thereon, and a brief statement of its 
contents. 

10. The yeas and nays shall be called upon the 
nomination of all officers of important grade. Upon 
the nomination of state officers, the call shall begin 
with the senior councillor; upon county nominations, 
with the councillor representing said county, and then 
according to seniority. 

11. When a motion has been made and earried, a 
motion to reconsider shall only be in order within the 
seven succeeding days; if seven days shall not inter- 
vene before adjournment, then within the first three 
days after the next meeting of the council. 

12. Persons having business with the governor, 
any member of the council, or the secretary of state, 
shall be required to make their wishes known through 
the messenger. | 

13. Persons shall be admitted to the council 
chamber only by permission of the governor, one of 
the councillors, or the secretary of state; but when the 
council is in actual session, no person shall be admitted 
except by a vote of the couneil. 

14. No member shall absent himself without leave ; 
nor shall leave be asked or granted unless a quorum 
be still left at the board and no member absenting 
himself without leave shall be entitled to pay for the 
time of his absence. 

15. No member shall act as counsel for any party 
before a committee of the legislature. 

16. No rule shall be dispensed with, except by the 
consent of a majority of all the members. 

17. No entry on the appropriation book shall be 
made, except by, or under the direction of the com- 
mittee on accounts.

1. The President shall take the chair at the time to 
which the senate stands adjourned; but in case of his 
absence at such time, the secretary shall preside until 
a president pro tempore be chosen. 

2. At the first session of each day, on the appearance 
of a quorum, the journal of the preceding day shall be 
read; and the President shall ‘ascertain whether a 
quorum is present before such reading. 

3. When the President speaks he shall address the 
senate; when a senator speaks he shall stand in his 
place and address the President. 

4. The President, when he speaks to any member of 
the senate, and the members when referring to each 
other in debate, shall use in their addresses the title of 
senator, and by way of distinction name the county in 
which he resides. 

5. The President shall have the right to name a 
senator to perform the duties of the chair during his 
absence; but the substitution shall not extend beyond 
an adjournment. 

6. The President shall rise to put a question, and 
shall declare all votes; but if any senator doubt the 
vote, all those voting in the affirmative, when called 
upon by the President, shall rise and stand until they 
are counted, and also those in the negative, in like 
manner, to make the vote certain. 

7. The President shall consider a motion to adjourn 
as always first in order, and it shall be decided without 
debate.. bode 

8. When a question is under debate, no motion shall 
be received but to adjourn, to reconsider, to lay on the 
table, to postpone to a day certain, to commit, to 
amend, or to postpone indefinitely ; which several — 
motions shall have precedence in the order in which 
they stand arranged.

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9. A motion shall be reduced to writing, if desired 
by the President or any senator, and shall then be 
deemed to be in possession of the senase, to be disposed 
of by the senate; but the mover may withdraw it any 
time before a decision, or any amendment be made to it. 

10. No senator shall address the senate until recog- 
nized by the President, nor more than once to the 
exclusion of any other senator, without leave of the 


- senate, if objection is made, unless he be the mover of 


the matter under debate, and not then more than three 
times without leave. 

11. No motion or proposition on a subject different 
from that under consideration, shall be admitted under 
color of amendment; nor shall an.amendment propos- 
ing to ingraft a general provision of law upon a private 
bill, be in order; nor any amendment beyond the 
second degree. 

12. An amendment proposed may be amended before 
it is adopted, but not afterwards, unless the vote 
adopting it be first reconsidered, and no senator shall 
be competent to move any reconsideration unless he 
voted with the majority and upon the same or a suc- 
ceeding day; and a motion to reconsider any vote shall 
not be laid upon the table unless a time shall be 
specially assigned for its consideration. 

13. A motion to reconsider shall take precedence of 
all other questions except a motion to adjourn; but if 
made while another question is pending, it shall not be 
put until the other question is disposed of, but simply 
entered. 

14, Questions of order shall be decided by the Presi- 
dent without debate; but-if an appeal is taken, the 
same may be debated like other questions, and the 
decision thereon shall be entered upon the journal. 

15. A question containing two or more propositions 
capable of division, shall be divided whenever desired 
by any member. . 
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16. In filling up blanks, the largest sum and tonast | 
time shall be put first. 

17. Every paper shall be once read at the table, 
before any senator shall be obliged to vote on it, but 
when the reading of a paper is called for, that has been 
before read to the senate, if any senator object, the 
question shall be-determined by the senate. 

18. All bills and resolves in the second reading shal} 
be committed to the committee on bills in the second 
reading, to be by them examined, corrected, and so 
reported to the senate. 

19. Upon the second reading of a bill or resolve, 
after the same shall be read through, and before the 
question is put on its passage, it shall be read and 
considered by paragraphs, at the request of any mem- 
ber of the senate; and no bill or resolve shall have a 
second reading, unless a time (not less than one hour 
after the first reading), be assigned therefor. 

20. No bill or resolve shall pass to be engrossed 
without being twice read; and all bills and resolves 
immediately after the same shall have been engrossed, 
shall be committed to the committee on engrossed 
bills, whose duty shall be to examine the same, and to 
see that the same have been truly engrossed; and be- 
fore any bill shall pass to be enacted, or any resolve be 
finally passed, it shall be reported by the committee 
for the examination of engrossed bills, to be truly and 
strictly engrossed, and the title thereof be read by the 
President. 

21. No resolve of any kind, or order making any 
grant of money, lands, or other public property, shall 
be passed without being read on two several days; the 
time for the second reading shall be assigned by the 
senate.

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by a bill or resolve, the first reading of such bill or 
resolve.

4th, Reports of committees, and if accompanied by 
a bill or resolve, the first reading of such bill or resolve. 
Bills, resolves, etc., offered by senators, and their ref- 
erence or first reading. 

oth, Billseand resolves reported by the committee 
on bills in the second reading. 

6th, Bills on their passage to be enacted, and re- 
solves on their final passage. 

It shall be the duty of the secretary to number bills 
and resolves in the order in which they shall be 
reported by said committee, and enter them upon the 
calendar in such order. They shall be taken up for 
their second reading and passage to be engrossed, or 
other disposition, in the order in which they stand 
upon the calendar. When a bill or resolve, after it is 
put on the calendar, is laid on the table, and no time 
assigned for its further consideration, it shall go to the 
foot of the calendar asit then stands. Papers from the 
house, concerning which there has been a disagreeing 
vote of the two houses, shall be disposed of before 
commencing with the calendar. This rule shall not 
apply to or interfere with motions to reconsider, or 
special assignments or other privileged questions. 

_ 23. When the yeas and nays are taken, the names 
of the senators shall be called alphabetically. 

24, After a question is put to vote, no senator shall 
speak on it. Every senator who may be present shall 
vote unless excused by the senate, or excluded by 
interest. : ; 

25. The unfinished business, in which the senate was 
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engaged at the time of the last adjournment, shall 
have preference in the orders of the day. 

26. No engrossed bill or resolve shall be sent to the 
house without notice thereof being given to the senate 
by the President. 

27. Every member who shall present a petition, shall 
place his name thereon and a brief statement of its 
subject. 

28. All confidential communications made by the 
governor to the senate, shall be by the members thereof 
kept inviolably sacred until the senate shall by their 
resolution take off the injunction of secreey. 

29. No rule shall be dispensed with, except by the 
consent of two-thirds of the members present. . 

30. Any member of the senate may exchange seats 
on consulting the President and obtaining his per- 
mission. 

31. No member shall sieont himself from the senate 
without leave, unless there be a quorum left present. 

32. All committees shall be nominated by the Presi- 
dent (unless when it may be determined that the 
election shall be by ballot), and appointed by the 
senate.

1. It shall be the duty of the speaker to take the chair 
at the hour to which the house shall have adjourned, 
call the members to order, and, after the appearance of 
a quorum, cause the journal of the preceding day to 





be read; 

To announce the business before the house in the 
order in which it is to be acted upon; 

To receive and submit to vote all motions and prop- 
ositions regularly moved or that necessarily arise in 
the course of proceedings, and announce the result ; _ 

To restrain the members, when engaged in debate, 
within the rules of order; and to enforce, on all occa- 
sions, the observance of order and decorum among the 
members ; 

To decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the house; , 

To receive all messages and other communications 
and announce them to the house ; 

To authenticate by his signature bills that have 
passed to be enacted, and resolves finally passed ; 

To name the members who are to serve on commit- 
tees, unless the house otherwise direct;

2. The speaker may address the house on points of

3. The clerk shall keep a journal of what is done by 
the house; read papers when required by the house or 
speaker ; call the roll alphabetically, and note the an- 
swers of members, when the house orders, or when a 
question is taken by yeas and nays; notify committees 
of their appointment and of the business referred to 
them; authenticate by his signature all the orders and

35. No motion or proposition on a subject different 
from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 
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36. After a motion or order is stated or read by the 
speaker, and seconded, it shall be regarded as in the 
possession of the house, and shall be disposed of by 
vote of the house. But any motion or order may be 
withdrawn by the mover at any time before a deeision 
or amendment, except a motion to reconsider, which 
shall not be withdrawn except by consent of the house. 

37. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if re- 
quired by the speaker or by any member. 

38. No member shall be permitted to lay a motion 
‘in writing on the table, until he shall have read the 
same in his place. 

39. When a vote having been declared by the 
speaker, is doubted, the members for and against the 
question, when called on by the speaker, shall rise and 
stand till they are counted, and the vote made certain 
without further debate. Buta call for the yeas and 
nays shall be in order at any time before such a vote is 
made certain and declared. 

40. When a motion has been once made and carried 
in the affirmative, or negative, it shall not be in order 
for any member who voted in the minority, to move 
for a reconsideration thereof; but any member who 
voted with the majority, or in the negative on a tie 
vote, may move to reconsider on the same or succeed- 
ing day. A motion to reconsider shall not be post- 
poned nor laid on the table without a time certain as- 
signed for its further consideration. When a motion 
for reconsideration has been decided, the vote shall 
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not be reconsidered. A motion to reconsider shall not 
be in order, more than once on the same question. 

41. When a member shall move, or give notice of 
his intention to move, a reconsideration of any vote, 
the papers to which the motion relates shall remain in 
possession of the clerk until the question of recon- 
sideration shall have been decided, or the right to 
move such question is lost. 

42. In all elections by ballot of the house a time 
shall be assigned for such election, at least one day 
previous thereto. 

- 43. When a reading of a paper is called for, which 
has been before read to the house, and the same is ob- 
jected to by any member, the question of reading shall 
be determined by a vote of the house. 

44, Every question of order, which shall be decided 
on appeal, shall be entered on the journal of the house, 
with the decision thereon. 

'45, A proposition to require the opinion of the 
judges of the supreme court, as provided by the con- 
stitution, shall not be acted upon until the next day 
after such proposition is made. 

46. All petitions, memorials, and other papers ad- 
dressed.to the house, shall be presented by the speaker, 
or by a member in his place, and shall be indorsed 
with the name of the person presenting it, and the 
subject-matter of the same. They shall be read by 
the speaker, clerk, or such other person as the speaker 
may request, and shall be taken up in the order they 
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were first presented, unless the: house shall otherwise 
direct. | . 
47, All bills in their third reading, and resolves in 
their second reading, shall be committed to the stand- 
ing committee on bills in the third reading, to be by 
them examined and corrected. 

48, All resolves appropriating money or land shall 
have their second reading on Wednesday of the week 
following that of their first reading. 

49, All engrossed bills and resolves shall be com- 
mitted to the standing committee on engrossed bills, 
to be strictly examined; and if found by them to be 
truly and strictly engrossed, they shall so report to the 
house, and the question shall be taken without any 
further reading, unless on motion of any member, a 
majority of the house shall be in favor of reading the 
same as engrossed. 

50. Every bill, or resolve, providing for the grant 
of money, land, or other public property, which may 
be laid on the table by leave, and any report of a com- 
mittee upon any bill or resolve providing for such 
grant, shall be accompanied by a written statement, of 
facts in each case; and no such bill-or resolve shall be 
considered before such statement is made, or pass 
without being read on two several days. 

51. No new bill or resolve of a public nature, shall 
be received, except it be reported by a committee, un- 
less the house otherwise order ; and all bills and resolves 
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not reported by a committee, shall be laid upon the 
table for one day, before further action thereon. 

52. No act or resolve shall be passed affecting the 
rights of individuals or corporations, without previous 


notice to such individuals or corporations. 


53. No bill shall pass to be engrossed until it shall 
have had three several readings; the times for the 
second and third readings shall be assigned by the 
house; but if no objection is made, the second reading 
may be by title, and at the time of the first. Every 
resolve which shall require the approval of the gover- 
nor, shall have two several readings ; the second read- 
ing shall be subject to the provisions of the third read- 
ing of bills. 

54. No engrossed bill or resolve shall be sent to 
the senate, without notice thereof being given to the 
house by the speaker. 

55. When a bill or resolve shall be returned by the 
governor with his objections, the question shall be 
stated by the chair, Shall this bill become a law not- 
withstanding the objections of the governor? and the 
same in substance in case of aresolve ; which question 
may be postponed to a day within the session, not ex- 
ceeding one week, er may be committed. But no other 
question shall apply to bills and resolves originating in 
either branch. 

56. The rules of parliamentary practice comprised 
in Cushing’s Manual, excepting section 51, relating to 
reception of petitions, shall govern the house in all 
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cases to which they are applicable, and in which they 
are not inconsistent with the standing rules and orders 
of the house, and the joint rules of the senate and 
house of representatives. | 

57. No rule or order of the house shall be dispensed 
with, unless two-thirds of the members present shall 
consent thereto. 

58. No rule or order of the house shall be altered or 
repealed, nor shall any new standing rule or order be 
adopted, unless one day’s previous notice thereof be 
given in each case; and such notice shall be entered 
on the journal. ;

And each of said committees shall consist of three 
on the part of the senate, and seven on the part of the 
house, with leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

2. Joint select committees shall consist of three on 
the part of the senate, and seven on the part of the 
house, unless the order creating the same shall provide 
a different number. 

3. Whenever a select committee shall be appointed 
by either house, and be joined by the other, it shall be 
the duty of the secretary of the senate, or the cle °k of 
the house, as the case may be, to transmit, one to the 
other, the names of the members so joined, in order 
that they may be entered upon the journal of each 
house. 

4, In presenting a report upon any matter referred 
to a committee, such report shall set forth the subject 
referred, and the substance shall also be briefly in- 
dorsed on the back of the same. 

5. Orders directing inquiry in relation to an exist- 
ing statute, shall state the subject-matter of such 
statute ; also the chapter and section to which the in- 
quiry is directed. 

6. The titles of all bills and resolves shall state, 
briefly, the subject-matter of the same. 

7. The enacting clause of every bill shall follow its 
title, in these words, viz. : 
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“ Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives in Legislature assembled, as follows:” 

All bills and resolves reported by any joint commit- 
tee shall be written im a fair, legible hand, on not less 
than a sheet of paper. And in all bills having more 
than one section, the sections shall be consecutively 
numbered, beginning with * Section 1.” | 

Mistakes in bills and resolves, merely clerical, may 
be corrected upon suggestion, without a motion to 
amend. | 

8. When a bill, resolve, or order, which shall have 
passed one house, is rejected in the other, notice there- 
of shall be given to the house in which the same shall 
have passed, by the secretary or clerk, as the case may 
be. And ‘every bill that shall have passed both houses 
to be enacted, and all resolutions having the force of 
law, that shall have finally passed both houses, shall be 
presented by the secretary of the senate to the govern- 
or, for his approval; and the secretary of the senate 
shall enter on the journal of the senate the day on 
which such bills or resolutions are so presented to the 


governor. 

9. All indorsements on papers, while on their pas- 
sage between the two houses, shall be under the sig- 
nature of the secretary of the senate, or the clerk of 
the house, respectively; but after the final passage of 
bills and resolves they shall be signed by the presiding 
officer of each house. 

10. Every bill or resolve of a public nature, and 
every bill or resolve appropriating money or disposing 
of State lands or other State property, reported 
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in either house by a committee, or laid upon the table 
by leave, shall be printed and distributed in both 
houses before having its first reading. The printed 
copies shall show by what committee the bill or resolve 
was reported, or by what member laid upon the table. 

11. Whenever any document shall be printed for the 
use of the legislature, the number of copies shall be 
three hundred and fifty, unless otherwise ordered. The 
copies printed shall be delivered to the messengers of 
the two houses in the proportion of one-fourth for the 
use of the senate, and three-fourths for the use of the 
house, after reserving seventy-five copies for the de- 
partments and for binding. 

12. No business shall be transacted in convention of 
the two houses, unless by uranimous eonsent, except 
such as may be agreed upon before the convention is 
_ formed. 

13. Committees of conference shull consist of three 
members on the part of each house representing its 
vote, and their report, if agreed to by a majority of 
each committee, shall be made to the branch asking 
the conference, and may be either accepted or rejected; 
but no other action shal] be had, except through an- 
other coramittee of conference. 

14. When any measure shall be finally rejected, 1 
shall not be revived except by reconsideration ; and no 
measure containing the same subject-matter shall be 
introduced during the session, unles three days’ notice 
~ is given to the house of which the mover isa member. 
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15. Whenever a message shall be sent from the sen- 
ate to the house, it shall be announced at the door by 
the messenger of the senate, and shall be communica- 
ted respectfully to the chair by the bearer of it. In 
like manner messages from the house shall be commu- 
nicated to the senate,—the messenger of the house an- 
nouncing them at the door of the senate. | 
16. No joint rule or order shall be suspended with- 
out the consent of two-thirds of the members present 
in each house. 

17. No member shall be permitted to vote on any 
question in either branch of the legislature, nor in 
committee, whose private right, distinct from public 
interest, is immediately involved.

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LAW TERMS OF SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT. 


The State of Maine is divided into three Judicial Districts, as follows: 

Eastern District—Aroostook, Hancock, Penobscot, Piscataquis, Waldo, 
and Washington counties. 

* District—Kennebec, Knox, Lincoln, Sagadahoc, and Somerset 
counties. ‘ 

Western District—Androscoggin, Cumberland, Franklin, Oxford, and 
York counties. 

There are annual sessions of the Supreme Judicial Court as a court of 
law, holden as follows: 

At Bangor, on the third Tuesday of June, for the eastern district; at Au- 
gusta, on the fourth Tuesday of May, for the middle district; and at Port- 
and, on the third Tuesday of July, for the western district. 


NISI PRIUS TERMS. 

Trial terms of the court are held annually as follows: 

Androscoggin—At Auburn, on the third Tuesday of January, April, and 
September, civil and criminal. 

Aroostook—At Houlton, on the last Tuesday of February, and third Tues- 
day of September, civil. [The Superior Court has exclusive criminal juris- 
diction, except of the highest crimes.] 

Cumberland—At Portland, on the second Tuesday of January, April, and 
October, civil. [The Superior Court has exclusive criminal jurisdiction.] 

Franklin—At Farmington, on the first Tuesday of March, and fourth 
Tuesday of September, civil and criminal. 

Hancock—At Ellsworth, on the second Tuesday of April and October, 
civil and criminal, and on the third Tuesday of January, civil. 

Kennebec—At Augusta, on the first Tuesday of March, and third Tuesday 
of October, civil. [The Superior Court has exclusive criminal] jurisdiction. ] 

Knox—At Rockland, on the second Tuesday of March, third Tuesday of 
September, and second Tuesday of December, civil and criminal. 

Lincoln—At Wiscasset, on the fourth Tuesday of April and October, civil 
and criminal. 

Oxford—At Paris, on the second Tuesday of October and February, civil 
and criminal; and on first Tuesday of May, civil, unless otherwise ordered. 

Penobscot—At Bangor, on the first Tuesday of January, April, and Octo- 
ber, civil; and on the first Tuesday of February, and second Tuesday of 
August, criminal. 

Piscataquis—At Dover, on the last Tuesday of February, and fourth 
Tuesday of September, civil and criminal. 

Sagadahoc—At Bath, on the first Tuesday of April, third Tuesday of 
August, and third Tuesday of December, civil and criminal. 

Somerset—At Skowhegan, on the third Tuesday of March, September, 
and December, civil and criminal. 

Waldo—At Belfast, on the first Tuesday of January, and the third Tues- 
days of April and October, civil and criminal. 

Washington—At Machias, on the first Tuesday of January and October, 
and at Calais, on the fourth Tuesday of April, civil and criminal. 

York—At Saco, on the first Tuesday of January; and at Alfred, on the 
third Tuesdays of May and September, civil and criminal.

On Casco Bay. One hundred and eight milles N. N. E. of Boston. North- 
ern terminus of B. & M., eastern terminus of G. T. and P. & R., southern 
terminus of M. C. railroads. Connected by steamboat lines with New 
York, Boston, Eastport, and St. John, N. B., Harpswell, Boothbay, Mt. 
Desert, and eastern coast. Winter terminus of Allan and Dominion 
transatlantic steamship lines. Originally a part of ancient Falmouth. 
First settled by George Cleeves and Richard Tucker in 1632. Ancient 
Indian name, Machigonne.

Saco river, over which Rev. Thomas Smith was then ordained the pastor. 


In 1738, Robert Bayley was employed as schoolmaster. In 1735, it was 

* made half shire town with York, and continued as such, until the incor- 
poration of Cumberland County, 1760, when it became the shire town of 
that county. On the admission of Maine into the Union, in 1820, Port- 
land became the seat of government and continued as such, until its 
removal to Augusta in 1831. Early in the war of the Revolution, the 
town suffered a third time from the ravages of war, being bombarded by 
the British fleet under Capt. Mowatt, Oct. 18, 1775, and almost completely 
destroyed. Portland was incorporated as a town July 4, 1786, and adopt- 
ed a city charter March 26, 1832. Suffered from aterrible fire July 4th and 
5th, 1866, in which nearly one third of the city was destroyed. Popula- 
tion—1790, 2246; 1850, 22,815; 1860, 26,341; 1870, 31,418; 1880, 33,810.
